CLOSE DEC. 4 UNDER 
NEW FOOD DECREE 


‘Order Issued with President’s 
Approval After Conference. 
with War Board.and Others. 


CUT OFF GRAIN AND COAL| 


Manufacturers of Other Bever- 
‘ages Warned to Prepare 
for Curtailment. 


“SENATE VOTES PROHIBITION 


Agricultural Bill with “Dry” Rider

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—All brewer- 
fes must close on Dec. 1, and beer and 
other malted drinks will disappear from 
the market as soon as the stock then 
en hand is exhausted. : 

A decree to that effect was issued to- 
night by the Food Administration, with 
the approval of President Wilson. Man- 
ufacturers of other. drinks, including 
mineral waters, also were warned that 
the _ demand: for. labor, transportation, 


and coal by war industries. probably } 


would result in a further radicab. cur- 
tailment of their output... 

As far as possible the plants.of the 
manufacturers thus affected -will be 
used for war purposes. 

The decision, which it is believed by 
‘many will make beer an obsolete drink 
in-this country within six to eight weeks 
after the breweries was an- 
nounced after a conference attended by 
President Wilson and representatives 
of the Fuel, Food, and: Railroad ,Ad- 
Ministrations. The Food Administration 
igsued this statement: 

**On July 3 brewers. were notified by 
the Fuel Administration that their coal 
consumption would be reduced by 50 
per cent., pending the period of ex- 
haustion of materials that they had in 
process, and were given preliminary 
warning that they might not be able.to 
continue their operations at all after 
such exhaustion. At that time the Food 
Administration directed the cessation of 
further purchases of raw materials for 
malting. 

“After the conference between the 
President and representatives of the 
Fuel, Food, and Railway Administra- 
tions and thé War Industries Board, it 
has been determined that the further 
necessity of war industries for the 
whole fuel productive capacity of the 
country, the considerable drouth which 
has materially affected the supply of 
feeding stuff for next year, the strain 
“upon transportation to handle necessary 
industries, the shortage of labor, caused 
by enlargement of the army operations, 
renders it necessary that brewing opera- 
tions of all kinds should cease upon 
Dec. 1, until further orders, and that no 
further unmalted grains be purchased 
for brewing purposes from this date. 
The Food Administration hes been di- 
rected to issue the necessary regula- 
tions to this end. 
~** In addition to the above, these ad- 
-ministrations wish to warn the manu- 
facturers of all beverages and minerai 
waters that for the same reasons there 
will be further great curtailment in fuel 
for the manufacture of glass containers, 
of tin plate for caps, of transportation, 
and o. food products in such bever- 
3 ages.’’ 


BREWERS ARE NOT SURPRISED. 


But Did Not Expect Closing Order 
to Come So Soon. 


Local brewers received the news. last 
night that the manufacture of beer 
would have to cease on Dec, 1 in philo- 
sophical fashion.

‘The. facts. are that some weeks ago 
officers of that company asked aid of 
the Diréctor General regarding this ma- 
turing noté: issue -and stated that nego- 
tiations for {ts renewal. were ‘pending 
with the company’s banKers.

Some of the leaflets, according to, von 
Hindenburg, read: 

‘* Your fight is hopeless. . America will 
cook your goose. Your submarines are 
of .no use.) We construct more ships 
than you sink. Your trade is destroyed 
and we shall cut off your raw matérials 
after the war; then Germany’s indus- 
tries must famish.’ You shall never sée 
your colonies. again.’’ 

‘‘ What are the facts? ’’ asks von Hin- 
denburg. ‘‘ In, the east we have forcec 
peace, and-in the west we also are 
strong enough to. do so despite the 
Americans. But we must be strong and 
united.”’ 

The manifesto proceeds to say that the 
Allies are trying to force neutral: nations 
to fight against Germany ‘‘ because we 
are a match for them. Why does the 
enemy incite colored people against the 
German soldiers?- Because he wants to 
annihilate us.’’ 

Referring to a leaflet advising the Ger- 
mans to fight against the Hohenzoilerns 
and capitalism and to help the Entente 
give Germany a better Constitution, the 
proclamation says: 

‘‘The enémy knows what strength 1 re- 
sides in our State and empire and en- 
deavors to open wounds in the German 
body politic with leaflets and rumors. 
He endeavors to sow dissension and dis- 
trust among the Federal. States. We 
seized on Lake Constance many thou- 
sands of leaflets which were being: sent 


‘to Bavaria to. stir up fogiths against 


the North Germans. 

‘There have ‘always been traitors to 
the Fatherland, witting and unwitting. 
They mostly dwell in neutral countrie 
in order not to be ‘obliged to share our 
battles and deprivations or be executed 
as traitors,’”’

‘‘ Be on your guard, German Army.” ”

Kronprinzessin Cecilie, 
better. known as the “ gold ship’’ by

‘Secretary’ Daniels’ was notified by 
cable this ‘afternoon. ‘that the Mount 
Vernon had been torpedoed about 200 
miles off the French Coast, but had re- 
turned to port under her own steam, 
The Mount Vernon had just completed a 
voyage to France with troops and was 
returning. She is the fourth largest. of 
the remaining German steamers taken 
over by the American Government. The 
Mount Vernon has .a gross tonnage of 
19,503 and is 685 feet long. She be- 
longed to the North German Lloyd Line 
before the -war, and was one of the 
speediest Gertrian vessels afloat. 

According to the announcement made 
by Secretary Daniels the torpedoing of 
the Mount Vernon was probably without 
loss of life. It read: . 

‘The U. 8S. S. s#ount Vernon. was 
struck by a torpedo yesterday while:on 
the return. voyage about 200 miles from 
the coast of France, but returned to port 
under its own steam. There was no 
mention of any casualtiés’in the dis- 
patch, nor did it.state how badly the 
vessél' was damaged, but it is supposed 
that the damage is not very serious, as 
the ship made its way back at a speed 
of fourteen knots an hour. |

had abandoned hope of putting up a 
serious defence on the line of ‘the 
Somme and were retreating rapidly 
toward their old positions from St. 
Quentin, by Tergnier, to the St. Go- 
| bain massif. 

.. Cavalry. patrols of Humbert’s right 
found Chauny unogcupted and pushed 


‘Ton, to the edge of Viry-Notréuil, 


which is only three miles from Ter- 
gnier. At the northern end of the line 
Debeney’s foreguards reached the 
Péronne-Ham high road from La 
Croix Moligneaux to Matigny at 7 
A. M. 

This was a ‘sudden and bracing 
change of fortune for the regiments 
which to late Iast night had been 
struggling without pause to win 


| their way across the Ingon and the 


Somme éast of the Vesle. Rehind the 
marshy loop of the Ingon, Hill 77 
rose in broad bare slopes, and be- 
yond this great position lay the 
Somme Canal. and the swampy 
course of the river again.

The peculiar knowledge of the dis- 
trict and skill in attacks of the Brit- 
ish troops engaged there were doubt- 
less the chief cause, but the 100 pris- 
oners confess that they did not fight 
as they would have fought earlier, 
and some said that the only hope of 
an early peace was an allied victory.

LONDON, Sept. 6.—Over a front 
of upward of ninety miles, from the 
posts of the Americans on the Aisne 
to the breaches in the Hindenburg 
line before Cambrai, the allied forces, 
today continued to advance on the 
heels of the retreating Germans. 

The French, driving southeast 
from the Somme south of Péronne, 
captured the important junction 
point of Ham and Chauny, on the 
road to the southern’ part of the 
Hindenburg line at La Fére. 

At_some points their advance east 
of the Canal du Nord has reached: a 
depth of thore-than six miles. 

North of the Aisne they now hold ; 
all their old trenches along . this 


front and are increasingly threat- 
ening the German hold on the Che- 
min. des Dames by their advance to 
Vauxaillon ravine. 

South of the Aisne the American 
troops have made progress in the 
region of Villers-en-Prayeres and 
Revillon. 

Linking up with the French ad- 
vance on Ham and the territory to 
the south, the forward movement of ~ 
the British armies was continued 
eastward from the Somme. From ‘its 
banks south of Péronne, Haig’s 
troops have penetrated the Gérman 
positions nearly seven miles on a 
twelve-mile front, having captured 
the villages of Monchy - Lagache, 
Vraignes, Pincourt,. Longavesnes, 
and Lier=mokt.

Americans had driven him there 
from ‘his position along the Marne.

Germans Leave Deathtraps Set. 


WITH THE FRENCH ARMY, Sept. 
6, (Associated Press.)—The retreat of 
the Germans during the last two days 
has assumed a strong resemblance to 


that of March of last: year. The hori- 
zon at night glows with the light of 
conflagrations, for which, however, 
the Germans themselves are this time 
furnishing most of the fuel in their 
own stores of supplies that the press- 
ure of the Allies has obliged the ene- 
my either to leave on the spot or de- 
stroy. 

The villages named in the reports 
were scarcely more than the ruins of 
the villages destroyed more than a 
year ago, with only a few frame 
buildings, erected for the returning 
inhabitants. 

Deathtraps are being left behind by 
the enemy, as they were last year. 
Noyon, for instance, was full of them. 
The engineering corps is still at work 
seeking them out, and where possible 
making them harmiess. Noyon, how- 
ever, is three-quarters destroyed by 
explosions of mines to which time 
fuses had been attached, and by the 
intense shelling to which the town 
was subjected before the Germans 
were driven out of range. 

The advance of the French troops 
over this region, devastated last year 
and upheaved again after having been 
only partially destored, is surprising- 
ly rapid. The Germans are finding 
great difficulty in breaking contact 
with the advance guard at points 
from which they are quite ready to 
get away. 

The marvelous organization of the 
French Supply Department and the 
undiminished ardor of the French 
troops are overcoming the greatest 
difficulties of communications and 
transportation. 

A significant indication as the 
French troops approach the Germans’ 
old line is a redoubling of the enemy’s 
shellfire, principally from _ six-inch 
guns—a sort of formal notice that. he 
intends going no further, for the mo- 
ment, from behind the formidable po- 
sitions upon which he has fallen back. 
This would seem to be no idle boast. 
But the French poilu is as capable 
of great things today as he was four 
years ago today, when he gave the 
first staggering blow to the Germans 
on the Marne. 


Pershing Reports Gains on the Aisne. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—Occupation 
by American troops of three additional 
villages north of the Vesle was an- 
nounced in General Pershing’s commu- 
niqué for today, received tonight at 
the War Department.

tier than the line of the Serre. 

The Germans, beyond all shadow of 
doubt, have abandoned all hopes of a 
decisive victory and are fighting now 
to obtain the best terms of peace they 
can get. Their trump cards are to hold 
on in France in some shape or form, 
no matter if they are driven back ‘to 
within a dozen miles of the frontier, 
but in any case to retain a grip on 
some portion of French soil, . and, 
above all, to continue to occupy the 
Bassin de Briey, the great French 
iron field in Lorraine. 

Without possession of the Briey Ba- 
sin Germany. would not have been able 
to find enough steel to fight the rest of 
Europe over four years. The last por- 
tion of French territory ‘she will give 
up, therefore, will be the Briey iron 
field. ’ 


Germans Prepare New Line. 


In view of their continued inabiljty 
to withstand the allied pressure, the

FRANCE HEROIC IN SACRIFiC 


‘ Willing to Stint Hersetf ‘Further to 


Release Ships for Bringing 
American Troops.

PARIS, ‘Sept. 5.—The series of suc- 
cesses in the military: field during the 
last six weeks are a striking tribute to 


‘the value of a single military command. 


There is nothing but praise of General 
Foch on all sides. The contrast be- 
tween the‘rapid succession of blows at 
different parts of the line and what 
took place in the early part of last year, 
when the English and French Armies 
_ were operating independently, has dem- 
“ onstrated, even..to those who doubted 
it, the wisdom of a single command. 

In a less spéctacular bit’ perhaps 
equally important field, while the same 
dégree of unity has not yet been at- 
tained, there has been growing up a co- 
ordination behind the lines which would 
have seemed unattainable at this time 
last year. This co-ordination in civilian 
war ‘effort is indirectly the result of 
America’s entrance in the. war. 

When Colonel. House returned to 
America after his successful mission to 
Paris in November of last year, he 
made a frank statement of the results 
accomplished by the Paris conferences. 
It will be remembered how strongly he 
emphasized the necessity of unity in all 
lines. At the end of nine months it is 
possible to seé some of the marked ef- 
fects of the plans then instituted. 

Classifying Allied Tonnage. 

A few months ago, \as a result of the 
Paris conference, the Allied Maritime 
Transport Council was formed. The 
council, with representatives from four 
nations, has classified the tonnage of 
the allied and neutral world. It reports 
to ‘the heads of the several nations the 
work which the tonnage is doing, and 
recommends rerouting, which will en- 


* gble more effective war effort. 


This involves not only knowledge of 
the available shipping, but also knowl- 
edge of the necessary demands of the 
nations not only for war purposes, but 
for those civilian requirements that 
must be met’in order that the peoples 
of the nations may be sure to receive 
their minimum needs. 

There were gathered together in Lon- 
don last week at a meeting of the Al- 
Med Maritime Transport Council many 
interallied .committees that are now 
making programs of the commodities 
needed by the four principal. allies. 
Nejther the Allied Maritime Transport 
Council nor the program committees are 
executive bodies. They. are budget- 
making bodies. They cannot bind their 
Governments. ‘They simply get ‘ the 
facts for their. Governments, and upon 
those facts the Governments are enabled 
to take concerted action. 

The war has meant a great.sacrifice 


‘ for the natiohs in Europe, just as it is 


now beginning to mean great sacrifices 
for America. Of course, the supreme 
sacrifice that the soldier makes. stands 
by itself. The people at home, however, 
have had to change their habits. Each 
year that has gone on has required a 
greater change in habits. 


One ‘thing, however, is certain. The 
allied nations have at no time been ra- 


tioned with anything like the’ strictness | 


that Germany has imposed upon herself 
and her allies. 


France Inured to Sacrifice. 


We hear echoes in Europe of the war 
savings campaign at home and of the 
effort to stop consumption in order that 
labor and material may be freed for 
war needs. They have gone. through 
these campaigns here in France, Eng- 
land and Italy. We hear little argument 
about the subject now. It is assumed 
rather than argued that ufinecessary 
consumption cannot go on at the expense 
of effective war effort. 

The problem, however, is how to dis- 
tribute the sacrifice. How to use the 
available resources to take care of the 
necessary needs, so that the civilian 
suffering and inconvenince may be 
reduced. to .the minimum, has been the 
perplexing problem since the war 
started. It is natural for one country 
to point to luxuries still permitted in an- 

other country. It is recognized by all 
that equality of sacrifice can be secured 
only at’ the battlefront. At the front 
each nation gives the best it has—the 
life of its» youth. No such complete 
equality of sacrifice can be secured 
back of the lines. The distance from the 
scene of the fighting and the length of 
time a nation has been in the war are 
factors that must be carefully consid- 
ered.. Changes’in the habits of national 
life must necessarily come slowly. 

In the last year, however, a marked 
thing has been the frankness of discus- 
sion of questions of this kind. Instead 
of a-single nation asking or demanding 
what it needs or thinks it needs from 
the diminishing store of .the world’s 
ships and the diminishing store of the 
world’s goods, the Allied Maritime 
Transport Council and various program 
committees have been gradually devel- 
oping interallied avenues of communica~ 
tion and interallied machinery of action 
by which there may be submitted’to the 
supreme authorities in the, several na- 
tions programs of action whith, if adopt- 
ed,.are designed to enable not only a 
more effective utilization of the re- 
sources of the nations in the common 
cause, but also to distribute more equal- 
ly the necessary sacrifices imposed upon 
the civilian population by the increasing 
intensity. of the war. 


Credit te Wilson Leadership. 


In the progress that has been made 
toward this unity there fis a growing 
tendency in both France and England 
to recognize the wise leadership of 
President Wilson. Before America’s en- 


_ trance into the struggle many sugges- 


tions of pooling resources were made, 
The ‘results of the last year, however, 
have not come from pooling sc riucn as 
from the constant interchange of coun- 
-sel anc @fum the constant education as 
to each otner’s needs. The result has 
been .that frankness is gradually being 
substituted for reticence and confidence 
fs taking the place of suspicion.

They see in the mutual help: that 
nations are now extending to one another 
and in the frank interchange of confi- 
dences a real and tangible basis for ‘the 
President’s hope of a see 4 of the 
free nations. 


All te Hurry American Aid. 


No one has better’ expressed ‘the prob- 
lem of the allied nations during*the next 
few months than M. Clementel, Minister 
of Commerce of France, in a recent Lon- 
don speech. He ‘saw clearly’ what next 
year means to France. There runs 
through his whole speech, not heretofore 
published in America, that courage and 
idealism which has made thé: whole 
world love France. Clemente] said: 

‘“‘It is necessary: to make new sacri- 
fices. Who can think that France will 
not consent to them? For four years 
her soil has been the battlefield of the 
world, the battlefield where the Allies 
are fighting for liberty. France wants 
to contemplate at“this moment only the 
grandeur of the end to be attained with- 
out thinking of desolation and ruins. 

‘For her maprufactures, which: lack 
material; for her fields too long un- 
fruitful, France had hoped for new 
support this coming year. We must 
renounce this hope in order to permit 
American troops to continue to land on 
our soil in uninterrupted waves. We 
know that reinforcements of troops from 
the United States will be a decisive ele- 
~ grey in breaking the armies in front 
re) 

‘“‘France is searching oniy. for a 
method’ of aiding in the acceleraticn of| 
the American effort on the French 
front. To deprive herself to this end is 
to shorten the war. We are convinced 
that our allies will submit to the same 
sacrifices. 

. Clemenceau, in his reply to the 
General Council, which had manifested 
its confidence in him—fired with the 
depth of: his faith, a faith which has 
moved mountains—exhorted. his fellow- 
citizens to salute ‘the glorious: dawn.’ 
This dawn is arising from a very dark 
night, but it now illumines the brows 
of our soldiers. With the dawn will 
come a humane peace of right erected 
on the ruins of German militarism, a 
peace of which President Wilson has 
formulated ‘the ge gl in his immortal 
messages, which will form the credo of 
a liberated world.

ALL PARIS EAGER 
FOR FALL OF LENS 
Capture of Mines Where Nation 
Got Its Chief Coal Supply 
Is Anxiously Awaited.

PARIS, Sept. 6.—There is a sense of 
victory in the very air. of Paris this 
morning -that the news of every hour 
only renders more positive. It ‘is con- 
fidently expected here that the next day 
or two will, see Ham,.the gateway’ to 
St. Quentin, in the hands of the French, 
while the entry of the British into Lens’ 
is expected hourly. 

Of all these, apart ‘from ‘Strategical 
reasons, Lens in one sense is the most 
interesting to the French publi¢. Lens 
means coal.’ The British penetrated its 
suburbs at what seems nuw to be years 
agg. Their, classic. victory,.at Loos 
brought them within sight of the pit- 
heads of Lens, but an entry. into - thé 
promised land of coal was not vouch- 
safed to them. 

The economic gain to France, and in- 
directly to England, that will result 
from the recapture of Lens is almost 
incalculable. Of the sixty million tons 
of .coal that France.required before the 
war she received forty from her. own 
mines, and 60, per. cent.. of this came 
from the pits in the north of: France. 
The balance was made up of ten million 
tons from England, five from Germany, 
and five from Belgium. Owing to Ger- 
man_ occupation of the Lens is fiela 
the French output has ‘been reduced to 
a minimum, while the amount formerly 
received from Germany end ‘ Belgium 
has, of course, been nonexistent. France 
consequently had to depend for nearly 
four years on England to make up the 
deficiency: England, it is gratefully ac- 
knowledged, has done her level best to 
accomplish the impossible task of meet- 
ing. French demands, but naturally has 
been unable, owing to lack of transport 
facilities and her own mperative de- 
mands at home, to furnish a full supply.

ARCHANGEL, Aug. 26.—As the day 

approached for concerted action against 

the Bolsheviki. ‘Archangel lay ruddy and 
agleam in the bright sub-arctic sun- 
shine. A mew stilinéss, born of sus- 
picion’ and ‘ anxiéty, ‘ intensified the 
quietude that came of. arrested industry 
and ‘commerce. The persecuted major- 
ity, crouching out: of sight behind their 
walls. and windows, noted that among 
the companies of the armed minority 
passing through the street bluster and 
a@wagger had largely given place to con- 
fidential’ talk and hurried footsteps. 

Some’ of these companies paid lengthy 
visits tothe banks, even to the banks 
that had already been plundered, and to 
institutions which ‘in former. days were 
centres of publi¢ administration, For 
note that the Bolsheviki were at their 
old naughtiness of cestroying records. 
Not only..was. a epositor to find 
his balance and securities gone, but also 
every ledger and ‘m2morandum testify- 
ing to their existence. The deeds of prop- 
‘erty, municipal archives—all the clerical 
furniture of civilization became material 
for bonfires, : 

Another movement was to the oppo- 
site shore, where the Bolsheviki, un- 
couth soldierly Germans, : Letts, and 
jailbirds made double preparations for 
fight and flight. 

Conceive the ensuing period of sleep- 
less anxiety dragging through the inter- 
minable’ northern days that knew no 
nights. 

The Bolsheviki, instigated no doubt 
by German counselors, dispatched. two 
large icebreakers down the strait; nor 
could the watchers doubt that those ves- 
sels would be sunk ‘in the fairway to 
block our naval and military forces. 
Thick fog rested on. the wa‘er, and anon 
tired eyes saw a convefging circle of 
the Bolshevist tugs. 

With unprecedented slowness the hands 
of the clock moved on, until a certain 
hour was reached. Fitful rifle fire broke 
out from several quarters of the town, 
followed by silence. What was the up- 
shot? There were anxious speculations 
on board: also, doubtless, in the Bolshe- 
vist camp on shore. 

A listening operator heard the thrill- 
ing news that the naval vanguard, on 
reaching the fortified island some .six- 
teen miles away, had been attacked by 
the Bolshevist garrison; whom it 
promptly subdued. Russia’s authorita- 
tive citizens, issuing from their homes, 
had everywhere overcome usurping Rus- 
sians with a-minimum of violence and 
with only one death. 

Archangel had changed hands, and the 
Red Guard garrison was already in 
prison. 

Hope at’ the railhead was fear on the 
ship.. Had the fairway been blocked? 
The answer .came to those keeping a 
bright lookout. They espied the slate- 
colored plow and funnels of a swift and 
shapely unit of Great Britain’s* navy. 
The Bolshevist artillery bestirred itself. 
anda ‘few shells flew rather wildly 
across the water. Then the slate-colored 
visitor got to work; and’ when the land- 
ing parties reached the beach, Kedroff 
and Eiduck’ with their punished forces 
were off by rail on a southward journey. 

Seon other vessels arrived, for the un- 
skillful Bolsheviki had sunk the icebreak- 
ers to no advantage. .One ‘brought Con- 
sul General Poole who, on learning how 
matters stood, issued orders for tooting 
on the siren. , This. had a remarkable 
consequence, wholly unforeseen. Other 
craft followed suit, then others, and still 
others, until from .every sort of horn, 
hooter, and’ whistle the varied shipping 
of Archangel spread along her moles of 
water frontage serit up'a sustained roar 
of triumph: such: as is seldom heard. 
Then crashing peals of bells from numer- 


ous churches contributed a new wave of 
joyous sound; amd: the citizens of Arch- 
angel, assembling. along. the quays, 
raised oft-repeated cheers to the accom- 
paniment of waving flags and caps and 
Loudneschiets. 

The elaborate and impressive service 
of thanksgiving, attended by newly re- 
cruited Russian troops, and-set off by 
the ‘rich ‘trappings of the National 
Church, last Sunday, gave further ex- 
pression: to the town's gratitude for its 
delivery: from. the’ Bolsheviki. Already 
industry, commerce, and banking. are 
pear JES re-established under the Provis- 
ional Government: composed of the Na- 
‘tional. Assembly Socialists, who, as a 
matter of patriotism and common sense, 
recognize the need for restoring private 
enterprise in the land, and who, it is 
hoped; eventually will ‘form the nucleus 
of a new, strong, aby shes independ- 
ent Russia.

PRUSSIAN REFORM DOUBTED 


Belief That Junkers Will Force a 
Compromise.

AMSTERDAM, Sept. 6.—The import- 
ance and gravity of Count von Hert- 
ling’s speech, in which he warned the 
Prussian reactionaries that any delay :n 
passing the Prussian franchise reform 
measure might have serious results for 
the Crown and the dynasty, are fully rec- 
ognized by the German press. There is 
little hope expressed, however, that the 
matter will be satisfactorily settled. 

The réactionaries are working hard to 
arrive at a compromise which will be 
acceptable to the Government. The rep- 
resentative of the Prussian upper house 
in the negotiations is Baron yon Schor- 
lemer, a determiried opponent of the re- 
form, so the general belief is that the 
bill will be gerrymandered in some sort 
of way to which the Government will 
agree, and that the. measure. will be 
passed with such a pale democratic 
complexion that the Junkers will be: sat- 
isfied. 

.Vorwarts declares’ it ie that’ the 
Junkers will pay little heed to Hert- 
ling’s serious words, and it is not quite 
sure evén of Hertling * himself, 
clearly showed in his speech how great- 
ly he feared a ‘‘ far-reaching liberaliza- 
tion of the Government system.”’ 

As for the danger to the Crown and 
the dynasty, Vorwirts thinks: that a lot 
more might have been said with profit 
on that point. It refers to the overthrow 
of the Russian throne, indicates how ex- 
tensively the democratic idea has in- 
creased during the war, anda ceclares 
tuat a different Germany will emerge 
from the war as compared with that 
Germany which entered it. Well, ‘it 
maintains, may a confirmed monarchist 
like Hertling have some fear: of the 
future.- ‘* Hertling wishes reform. by 
tzeans of the Prussian upper house,’ it 
says. ‘‘ We wish it by the-people and 
for the people. There is the abyss. 
Where ts the bridge? ’’ 





Tries to Allay Junkers’ Fears. 


AMSTERDAM, Sept. 6.—In ‘the course 
of a déhate on‘ franchise reform in the 
Prussian upper house today, Herr Fried- 
berg, Vice President of the Prussian 
State Ministry, said that the Govern- 
ment respected the sentiments whfch had 
found expression and was, therefore, 
striving for an understanding which, 
however, must not conflict with the 
fundamental ideas. of the Emperor's 
message of July. 11, 1917. 

He said»he did not believe that the 
necessary sequel to the extension of the 
franchise would be parliamentarization 
of the Government.

League of Nations. 


FOCH AND PERSHING CABLE 


Will. Be No German Victory, Saye 
Jusserand—Lafayette Day 
. Also Celebrated. : 


Enthusiastic: tributes to: France . and

The hall was draped with American 
and French flags. Over the speakers’ 
table hung a. full-length picture of 
Lafayette. The floor. of the chamber 
and the galleries were. bordered with 
American soidiers:and French, British, 
and -American sailors,. with bayonets 
fixed. 

In the evening the day was further 
observed with a dinner in the Waldorf- 
Astoria, at which Ambassador Jusser- 
and of France and other noted speakers 
hailed the approaching dawn of victory 
and messages from President bier 
and others were read. 


Roosevelt’s Drastic Peace Terms. 


Colonel Roosevelt, who was the prin- 
cipal speaker at the City Hall ex- 
cises in the afternoon, brought the audi- 
ence to its ‘feet with a statement of 
drastic terms of peace which ‘must be 
dictated to Germany. After he had been 
introduced by Justice Victor J. Dowling, 
Chairman of-the meeting, as an ‘“‘ ideal 
American,’ whose family was a source 
of pride’ to the entire nation, Colonel 
Roosevelt was applauded for several 
minutes by the audience which was on 
its feet. In his address he said: 

‘‘ Lafayette Day commemorates the 
service renderdéd to America in the Rev- 
olution. by France. I wish to insist with 
all possible emphasis that in the present 
war France and England and_ Italy and 
the other Allies have rendered us simi- 
lar services. The French at the battle of 
the Marne, four years ago, and at Ver- 
dun, and the British at Ypres—in short, 
the French, the English, the Italians, 
the Belgians, the Serbians—have been 
fighting for us when they were fighting 
for themselves. 

‘‘ Our army’ on ‘the other side is now 
repaying in part our debt, and next year 
we have every reason to hope, and we 
must insist, that the fighting army in 
France from the. United States shall 
surpass in numbers the fighting army 
in France of either France or England. 

‘‘ We must win the war as speedily as 
possible. But we must set ourselves to 
fight it through, no matter how long it 
takes, with the resolute determination 
to accept no peace until, no matter at 
what cost, we win the peace of over- 
whelming victory. The peace that we 
win must guarantee full reparation for 
the awful cost of life and treasure 
which the Prussianized Germany of the 
Hohenzollerns has infi:c.ed on the entire 
world; and this reparation must take 
the form. of action that will render it 
impossible for Germany. to repeat. her 
colossal wrongdoing.”’ 

Colonel Roosevelt again 
drastic peace terms that he would dic- 
‘tate to Germany and her allies concern- 
ing the restoration of despoiled countries 
and the aims of subject peoples, and 
continued: 

‘The heroic ‘Czechoslovaks must: be 
made- into an. independent common- 
wealth. The southern Slavs must be 
united in a great Jugoslav common- 
wealth. Poland as a genuinely inde- 
pendent commonwealth must _ receive 
back Austrian and Prussian Poland as 
well as Russian Poland, and have her 
coast line on the Baltic. Lithuania, the 
Baltic province of Russia, and Finland 
must be guaranteed their freedom, and 
no part of the ancient Empire of Russia 
left under the German. yoke. Northern 
Schlesswig should go back to the Danes. 
Britain and Japan should keep the col- 
onies they have conquered.. Armenia 
must be freed, Palestine made a Jewish | 


State, and the Syrian Christians lib- 
erated. 


Cinenibbain: League of Nations. 


‘‘It is sometimes announced that-part

League of Nations’ which will avert all 
war for the future and put a stop to the 
need of this nation preparing- its own 
strength for its own defense. Many of 
the adherents of this idea grandilo- 
quently assert that they intend to sup- 
plant nationalism by internationalism. 

‘*'Test the proposed future League of 
Nations so far as concerns proposals to 
disarm and to trust to anything except 
our own strength for our own defense, 
by what the nations are actually doing 
at the present time. Any such league 
would have to depend for its success 
upon the adhesion of the nine nations 
which are actually or potentially the 
most powerful military - nations; and 
these nine nations include Germany, 
Austria, Turkey, and Russia. The first 
three have recently and repeatedly vio- 
lated and are now actively and contin- 
uously violating not only every treaty 
but every rule of civilized warfare and 
\of international good faith.’ 


Warning from Jusserand. 


Ambassador Jusserand foretold the 
coming of ‘another German -peace of- 
fensive, a. despérate and. audacious one, 
because of-.the fear of crushing defeat 
if it failed.

A plea to Dr: T. G. Masaryk, Chief of 
the Provisional -Government . of the 
Czechoslovak nation, for the dismem- 
berment of Austria-Hungary, ‘a: Gov- 
ernment created and maintained by vio- 
lence,’’ as an indispensable condition to 
the security, of the world, and a promise

HINDENBURG WARNS 
OF WAR ON MORALE

similar lines, for they are now doing all 
they can to convince the German public 
that they can beat the Americans. 

The two military leaders also evident- 
ly consider that their personal position 
is gravely endangered apart from that 
of Germany, and with a view to bright- 
ening things up they are giving inter- 
views to ever-obliging correspondents 
adn Hindenburg send out today a “ sol- 
emn warning to Germans at the Oe 
and Germans at home”’ to keep ited. 

The effect of this extravagant docu- 
ment. will hardly be that which its au- 
thor intended. Even Vorwirts criticises 
it ,though it knows the risk of suppres- 
sion in doing so. The Socialist journal 
openly declares that ‘‘ Hindenburg does 
somewhat too far,’’ which is putting it 
mildly, ‘‘ when he says that the En- 
tente’s description of internal conditions 
in Germany is false. On the contrary, 
many Germans, in fact the majority of 
Germans, believe that the enemy sug- 
gestions of reform are correct and 
therefore the Field Marshal has no busi- 
ness to say the contrary, though the 
German Socialists, like all other Ger- 
mans, do not wish to accept any inter- 
nal reforms’ from enemy hands.”’ 

Other newspapers so far do not com- 
ment on Hindenburg’s. warning, except 
respectfull yto suggest that it might 
have contained more information about 
the military situation, which is the sub- 
ject of the whole nation’s profound anx- 
ieties.

PROHIBITION PASSES 
IN SENATE, 45 TO 6 


Agricaltaral Bill with “ Dry” 
Rider Effective Jane 30, 1919, 
Likely to Go to Conference. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—The twelv 
million-dollar Emergency Agricultural 
Appropriation bill, with its rider for 
national prohibition from next July. 1 
until the American armies are demobil- 
ized after the end of the war, was passed 
tonight by the Senate without a roll call. 

Before final passage of the measure 
the Senate voted, 45 to 6, to retain the 
prohibition rider. A final, effort to post- 
pone the effective date of the dry 
opaiee to Dec. 30, 1919, was defeated. 

e bill now’ goes to the House and, 
because of the many amendments in- 
serted by the Senate, it undoubtedly will 
be sent to conference. Prohibition lead- 
ers, however, expect the House to agree 
to the ‘‘ dry” rider, so that there will 
be no possibility of changes being made 
by the Senate and House managers. 

Senators voting against retaining the 
“dry ’’ legislation in the bill were 
Brandegee of Connecticut, Gerry of 
Rhode. Island, Phelan of California, 
Pomerene of Ohio, Ransdell of Louisi- 
ana, and Underwood of Alabama, while 
4t was announced ttm: many members 
absent and paired favored the amend- 
ment. 

‘As returned to the House, the prohibi- 
tion clause—a compromise effected last 
week by Senate ‘‘wet’’ and “dry 
leaders—would stop the sale of all in- 
toxicating beverages on June 30 next 
except for export. medicinal, sacrament- 
al, and other than beverage purposes, 
and would prohibit ‘the manufacture 
after May 1, 1919. 


Conferees Friendly to It. 


The compromise prohibition ‘‘ rider ”’ 
was regarded as the. most zmportant 
provision of the agriculturai bill. It is 
a substitute for that of Representative 
Randall of California, adopted by the 
House last May. prohibiting use of the 
bill’s appropriations until the President

John K. Voshell of Baltimore, 
Chairman of the Executive Committee, 
read amo other resolutions one to 
the effect that the association favored 
the conservation of food, fuel, and man 
wer for the winning of the war, and 
hat as the production of alcoholic 
liquors during the riod of the con- 
flict was 2 nonessential, its manufacture 
should be atopy « . 
Members who had started to applaud 
the first part of the resolution quickly 
dropped their demonstration of approval 
when the -prohibition clause was dis- 
closed. Instantly half a dozen men 
were on their feet asking Chairman 
Voshell for an explanation of the Lone- 
dry section of the general conservation 
resolution. 
Two or three members took the floor 
to. denounce the. joker in the resolution, 
while some of the prohibition members 
asked for recognition. ‘It was_ finally 
decided that as the Executive Commit- 
tee had refused to take action on the 
conservation resolution, the latter could 
not proversy be acted upon on the floor 
of the convention.

of war.

There has long 
existed, or at. any rate. certainly 
there could have been ‘created, a suf- 
ficient’ demand for expedition of im- 
portant mails to make the innovation 
self-sustaining, or even profitable, and 
if a‘large number of fliers had thus 
been trained, they would have been of 
inestimable value in hastening the end 
of ‘the war. But the United States gave 
the airplane to the world, and. then al- 
lowed. half. a-:dozen nations to get far 
ahead in the utilization of her inven- 
tion..

Opens Debate on the Revenue 
Measure with an Explana- 
*/ tion of Its Terms. 


BIG JUMP IN EARNINGS 


Some Mer Have Increased Their In- 
comes 10,000 Per Cent.—Will 
Discuss Profits Tax Today. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6. — Debate 
cpened today in the House on the $8,- 
000,000,000 War Revenue bill, which wil! 
occupy the attention of that body for 
the next ten days, with indications that 
it will be passed substantially unamend- 
ed. The Finance Committee, at the 
same time, opened hearings on the bill 
s0 as to be prepared to report it to the 
Senate within the next three weeks. 

There seems to be a general agreement 
on the general policies of taxation as 
laid down in the bill now before the 
House, but opposition exists, not only in 
the House but most strongly in the Sen- 
ate, to the House committee scheme for 
war profits and excess profits corpora- 
tion taxes. With Chairman Claude 
Kitchin of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee opposing any amendments, it is 
not probable that the House will at- 
tempt to modify those two _ sections 
which are not acceptable to Secretary 
McAdoo or the majority. in the Senate. 
That changes will be made by the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee and. finally 
agreed to by the House in the conference 
report is the opinion existing tonight. 

Chairman Kitchin opened the debate, 
explaining the general principles of the 
bill and declaring it absolutely necessary 
to raise this vast amount by taxation. 
He ventured the opinion that the United 
States could collect as much in taxes as 
England, France, and Germany com- 
bined if necessary. 

Mr. Kitchin did not today discuss the 
two main controversial sections. He 
spoke at great length on the principles 
of taxation adopted, and asserted that 
the committee had tried to place the 
burden of taxation on those who could 
best afford to pay by reason of increased 
incomes due to the war. ‘The excess 
= and corporation income taxes will 

e considered tomorrow, when Mr. 
Kitchin will conclude his.speech and he 
followed by Represéntative H. W. Ford- 


ney. the ranking Republican member of 
the committee. 


How Incomes Have Jumped. 


In his effort to justify the imposition 
of high income tax rates Mr. Kitchin 
quoted from Treasury reports to show 
how the incomes of. many had mounted 
in the last year compared with 1914, in 
some instances 10,000 per cent. A strik- 
ing instance of the swollen incomes 
cited by Mr. Kitchin was that of three 


officers of a concern manufacturing 

ipes. The combined incomes of these 
ndividuals in 1914 was $21,211, while 
their combined incomes in 1917 reached 
the figures: $2,169,372. 

The income of one of these, the Presi- 
dent of the concern, in 1914 was $8,341, 
while his income in 1917 was $729,000. 
The superintendent of this same concern 
had an Mmcome of $4,347 before the war, 
and in 1917 he had an income of $725,- 
000, while the Treasurer’s income in 1914 
of $8,523 jumped to $715,372 in 1917. 

‘* Didn't this concern have a secre- 
tary?’’ asked some one. 

‘““Oh, yes; I forgot: to say that the 
treasurer was also secretary of the 
firm,’’ replied Mr; Kitchin, — ‘ 

Representative Kitchin said that 90 
per cent. of the business men of the 
country will pay the income taxes. 

In reply to a question by Representa- 
tive Moore of Pennsylvania, Mr. 
Kitchin justified the apparent slightly 
reduced rate in the higher ‘* brackets ’’ 
compared with those in the lower 
brackets. He said that out of a 
$1,000,000 income the Government would 
take in taxes $647,000 and leave to the 
individual $353,000. 

‘“‘How much would a man have left 
out of an income of $5,000,000?” asked 
Representative Moore. 

“He would have left out, of such an 
income about $1,500,000,’ replied Mr. 
Kitehin. 

‘(Why leave such a wide margin be- 
tween the taxes and the income on the 
big incomes?’’ asked Mr. Moore. 

This was done for three reasons,” 
replied Mr. Kitchin. ‘‘ First, men of 
such large incomes doj;not expend them 
in living, &c.; they use them in ex- 
panding business. Second, if the taxes 
are made too high, men of these in- 
comes would invest in tax-free bonds, 
and, in the thtrd place, they would 
dump their securities cn the markets if 
the taxes were made oppressive and un- 
stabilize the market. I think that the 
graduations are equitable and will work 
out satisfactorily.”’ 

Mr. Kitchin said while he was unable 


-to give the number of mén who en- 


oyed incomes of from $1,000,000 to 
$5,000,000, he knew that the number 
had increased in 1917 over 1916. 

‘*T want to show you by some figures 
T got from the Treasury Department 
how the incomes increased during the 
war period,’’ added Mr. Kitchin. ‘‘ These 
figures might develop a spirit of Bol- 
shevikism in the United States if I 
give them.” 

Then the Chairman read a long list 
showing first the incomes in 1914 and 
the incomes of the same individuals in 
1917. - He, of course, did not give the 
names of the individuals, as such names 
cannot be revealed under the law. 

Mr. Kitchin said there had been a 

reater increase in incomes between 

7,500 and $100,000 in 1917 over 1916 than 
in increases in incomes between $4,000 
and $5,000,

had increased from 1914 to 1917, as 
read by Mr. Kitchin, follows:

MAIL ORDER MEN PROTEST. 


Believe Tax on Them Is Unjust— 
Brokers Also Seek Relief. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—Hearings on 
the new war revenue bill began today 
before the Senate Finance Committee, to 
continue until the measure is passed by 
the House. Few representatives of busi- 
ness interests appeared and their critt- 
cism was directed at minor points rather 
than the big revenue-producing income 
and war excess provisions. 

The first protest came from represen- 
tatives of mail order houses, for which 


the bill proposes a 1 per cent. tax on 
gross sales over $100,000 for business 
years ending June 30. G. H. Eiswald, 

resident of the Williams Stores Com- 
pany of New York, objected particularly 
to the retroactive feature and also as- 
serted the tax singles out the mail order 
business, exempting sales made by. tele- 
grape or telephone. His arguments were 
ndorsed by William R. Heath, Buffalo 
soap manufacturer. 

The special tax, ranging from $100 to 
$250 a year, on stock brokers, was op- 
posed by John Hinkley, representative 
of the Baltimore Stock * Exchange. 
Brokers, he said, already are heavily 
taxed and unable to pass along the spe- 
clal tax to their clients. 

George M. Lowes of the. Chicago 
Exchange advocated a flat tax on 
; brokers instead of on the value of their 
| memberships. Thomas P. Maloney, rep- 
'resenting the Censolidated Stock Ex- 
change of New York, arranged to send 
a representative with a brief for all of 
the New York exchanges and the Boston 
BExchange next week. omas F, Cun- 
ningham of New Orleans suggested that 
the brokers’ taxes be based on the com- 
modities in which they deal.

SHIPS GAS IN QUANTITY. © 


Gen. Sibert Says Our Men Have the 
Best Type of Mask. 


Special.ta The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—That mus- 
tard and phosgene gases are being 
manufactured here in quantity and 
shipped abroad and that at last all of 
the American soidiers are being equipped 
with American gas masks, a type to 
which he referred as ‘‘ better than that 
produced by any other country,’’ were 
statements made today by Major Gen. 
William L. Sibert in. his first interview 
with the newspaper correspondents since 
he was appointed Director of Chemical 
Warfare by President Wrison. 

General Sibert was at the front’ with 
the first American Overseas Forces and 
had the opportunity to study the needs 
of the situation.. His assertions today 
indicated that in his opinion the United 
States had reached a. point in the matter 
of gas production and defense where: it 
would meet the emergency and-~ provide 
the means. for striking a tremendous 
blow against the Germans, 

Many of the details of the plans which 
America is carrying out were w>thheld, 
and General Sibert would not discuss 
the reports that a new gas was being 
perfected which would prove more ef- 
fective than any now in use further 
than to say that no such gas was being 
manufactured at present. But he made 
it plain that America already was doing 
a big work in both gas offense and de- 
fense. .He was asked if he was pre- 
pores to say that American troops were 

eing supplied with ‘' sufficient gas for 
offensive,’’ and he replied: 

‘“* Well, I don’t know; that word ‘ suf- 
ficient ' is a pretty hard word to define.” 

Of reports that the Germans had in- 
vented a new gas which would totally 
destroy the sight, General Sibert said 
he had no knowledge of such a gas. 

‘* We know all the gases that the Ger- 
mans have used in the field,’’ ha said, 
‘and we knew all those substances be- 
fore. Mustard gas has been known for 
twenty-five or thirty years. Of course 
phosgene is well known. Practically -all 
of these substances have been discovered 
in the laboratory and have never gone 
any further. The ‘ duds,’ the shells that 
do not explode, are always picked up. 
We have a laboratory in France, and, 
of course, the other allies have labora- 
tories, and we will know within a day 
or two after any engagement what kind 
of gas they use.’’ — . 

General Sibert said that.all of the na- 
tions in the war were using mustard and 
phosgene gases, and that among the 
allied nations there was a strong ten- 
dency toward standardization in their’ 
manufacture. He reviewed briefly the 
development of the use of gas in the war 
; and said: 
| ‘* To this country the problem.of man- 
| ufacturing gas in quantity was a diffi- 
' cult one. We had all the necessary raw 
| materials; but our lack of general man- 

ufacture of chemicals has necessitated 
| the development from the ground up of 





| the machinery that must be had. -How- 


ever, our people have met the situation 
and we are actually producing gas in 
quantity and are actually shipping gas 
shells abroad. ‘ 

‘‘Our two main divisions are the of- 
fensive and defensive divisions—that is, 
our two main production divisions. The 
defensive divisions comprise the manu- 
facture of gas masks, protective suits, 
dugout blankets, alarm apparatus, &c. 

‘*The American gas mask, I am quite 
sure, is better than that produced by 
any other country, and we are continu- 
ally -tmproving it: So our’ people can 
rest assured that our soldiers in France 
have at least as good a protection as 
those of any other nation.’’ 

General Sibert was asked if the de- 
fensive measures adopted had resulted 
in a decrease in casualties in spite of 
the increased use of gases by the Ger- 
mans. 

‘‘Oh, yes, yes,’’ he replied. ‘‘ Though 
one of the great advantages of the use 
of gas is to force the adversary into a 
gas mask, which reduces his fighting 
capacity very much. He cannot fight so 
effectively, as it reduces his vigor be- 
cause the resistance to breathing is in- 
creased in order to pull the air through 
the chemicals in the canister of, the gas 
mask. ; against

said. that the mustard gas ‘‘ does not 
go through any of the gas masks.”” -°

J.HAMPDEN DOUGHERTY DIES 


Lawyer, Political Reformer, and 
Author Expires at 68 Years. 


J. Hampden Dougherty, lawyer, po- 
litical reformer, and author, of 116 
Riverside Drive, died yesterday efter- 
noon at 6 o’clock, in the 69th year of 
his age. 

Mr. Dougherty was born in New York 
City, a son of Charles H. and Elizabeth 
Taylor Dougherty. He was graduated 
from the College of the City of New 
York in 1871 and from the Columbia 
Law School in 1874, taking up the prac- 
tice of law immediately. For several 
years he was President of the Law De- 
partment of the Brooklyn Institute; 
three times President of the Brooklyn 
League and nine years Director of the 
Merchants’ Association of New York. 

He served 2s Commissioner of Water 
Supply, Gas and Electricity under May- 
or Low and was Chairman, of the spe- 
cial committee for legislative investiga- 
tion into gas and electric light condi- 
tions in New .York City in 1905. He 
took part in a number of political re- 
form movements and instituted many 
taxpayers’ actions in public interest, and 
in August, 1911, he vigorously attacked 
the so-called Gaynor charter before the 
pant f Club. He was the author of sev- 

books pertaining to legislative and 
constitutional tcepics. He was also well 
known as an orator, and appeared be- 
fore many important meetings in be- 
half of various political reforms. He 
was independent in politics. 

Mr. Dougherty was a memper of both 
the City and State Bar Associations, 
American Bar Association, Academy of 
Political Science, American Acedemy of 
Political and Social Science, Civil Serv- 
ice Reform League, New York State 
| Historical Association, and Phi Beta 
Kappa and Phi Gamma Delta frater- 
nities. He was also a member of the 
Reform and the Hamilton Clubs. 

Among his children are Paul Dough- 
erty, the artist; J. Hampden Dough- 
erty, Jr.. lawyer; Miss Elearior Dough- 
erty, and Malcolm Dougherty.

Counsel for Security Owners Asks 
That President’s Prociamation Tak- 
“ Ing Over Roads Be Carried Out. 


The Railway Executives’ Advisory 
Gemmittee approved the contract of the 
‘Government with the railroads et a 
meoting yesterday at the Grand Central 
Terminal. The committee, which wag 
consulted by Government officials when 
the ‘terms of the contract were being 
drawn up, represents eighty-two of the 
leading railroads of the country, con- 
trolling 90 per cent. of the existing 
mileage. As the result of the meeting 
Thomas De Witt Cuyler, Chairman; was 
empowered to write to the heads of each 
read, advising them to accept the agree- 
ment as:made public by Director Gum: 
eral McAdoo. 

The National Association of Oanicti 
of Railway Securities took quite a dif- 
ferent attitude, however, and Samuel 
Untermyer, counsel for the organiza- 
tion, seized the opportunity presented 
by the Advisory Committee’s decision to 
reiterate the objections which the asso- 
elation has been making all along to 
particular features of the contract. Mr. 
Untermyer, further, criticised the action 
of the Advisory Committee in accepting 
Mr. Cuyler reviewed the 
steps taken by the Advisory Committee 
as the contract was rounded into shape. 

“We kept constantly in view,’ he 
wrote, ‘‘ the fact that the possession and 
use of our properties had, for the period 
of Federal control, gone from us, and 
that the only chance, of practical value 
to us, to secure compensation from the 
Government depended on the Federal 
Control act, approved March 21 last, 
and on these negotiations. 

‘*In the contract we are assured that, 
mo matter how great our indebtedness to 


the Government. for. deferred mainten- 
ance which we should have, but did not, 
put upon the property while we were 
charged with the Pedponsibility of oper- 
ation, or for additions and tterments 
which we should provide for our proper- 
ties to meet, our public obligations, the 
Government will not exact payment for 
itself until after our corporate organ- 
ization is supported and our sinking 
nds, taxes, rentals, -and interest 
(which together’ may be classed as our 
Vided for mortgage obligations) are pro- 
e 


Remedies for Any Loss. 


The letter stated further that the con- 
tract provides remedies for any loss 
through ill-advised Governmental re- 
quirement as to additions an better- 
ments, and guarantees against forfeit- 
ures and losses arising through Gov- 
efnment omission. / 

*“We have the ‘choice between the ac- 
ceptance of this contract,’’ Mr. Cuyler 
concluded, ‘‘ and the guarantee it gives 
of immediate compensation en the, one 
hand, -and its rejection and resort to 
‘Htigation on the other. The. committee 
cannot regard litigation, with its at- 
tendant uncertainties and delays, as a 
practical remedy in the circumstances, 
and cannot consent to become respon- 
sible for the disorder in our national 
finances and the weakening of the na- 
tion’s financial: power which would in- 
evitably follow. If there is to be liti- 
gation the responsibility for it must rest 
elsewhere,’ 

*Mr. Untermyer took: up the cudgel in 
behalf of the owners of railroad securi- 
ties in the shape of a direct reply.to the 
Advisory Committee. 

“ After all,’’ he said, ‘‘ these gentle- 
men do not happen to own the proper- 
ties, the fate of which they have been 
attempting to decide. It was because of 
their action that the security holders re- 
luctantly intervened in the negotiations, 
and they acted none too soon,-as subse- 
quent events have demonstrated.

times of peace, until the present 
emergency has passed.”
